false promises will not easily seduce 
them from the "land of their fathers." 


LATE FROM PERNAMBUCO. 
By the arrival at Philadelphia of the 


fast sailing brig J. Ashmun, Capt. 
Cowpland, 22 days from Pernambuco, 
(sailed Oct. 3d,) the U. ?

learns that on the 10th Septc,-" 
the 


soldiers at Pernambuco revolted, and 
took posssession of the city, and kept 
it for three days; after they had pos- 
session, they threw off their armor (in 
disguise) and plundered almost every 
store in the place ; but as they were re- 
tiring with their plunder, were met by 
the citizens (assisted by the American 
and English residents.) 
The city was 


retaken; 800 soldiers were killed, and 
about 200 wounded. 
The citizens lost 


15 killed and 2 wounded.
